“The proposition was made in the re­ 
ply sent by Hawaii and Minister of 
Foreign Affairs Cooper to Japanese 
Minister Shimumura’s last note, reiter­ 
ating the demand of his government 
that Hawaii recognize the principle of 
monetary liability as a result of her 
action in excluding Japanese immi­ 
grants. 
“The Hawaiian authorities did not 
expect that Japan would accept arbi­ 
tration. 
''In fact. before Minister Shimumura 
began his correspondence with Mr. 
Cooper in regard to the matter he de­

that his government would 
never consent Co arbitration. 
“At that time neither he nor hi* 
government had any idea that the 
strong arm of the United States was

and

1897, we report that we have added 
to the library by purchase in

time 1,069 volumes, as against 736 
for the preceding year. 
We have 
also added forty eight volumes of 
bound mage zincs and fifty six cf state 
aud national reports and twelve vol­ 
umes on political science by donation, 
making in all 1,212 volumes. 
Of the 
books added by purchase, twenty 
seven were to replace worn out vol­ 
umes, cauking a net gain to the 
library during the year, 1,185. 
In 
the same time we have had 345 books 
rebound and restored to the shelves 
anc no books reported as lost. 
Upon 
the books now in 
the library we 
are 
carrying 
$9,000 
insurance, 
the 
amount 
of 
insurance 
$1,000 since our last report. 
The total number of books drawn 
out during the year is 39.471, show­ 
ing a gain of 10,210 over the number 
for the year endiug June 30, 1896, 
and being the largest number drawn 
out for reading and study in any year 
since the organization of the library. 
The greatest number drawn out in 
an J one day 
was 342 
the small­ 
est number twenty. 
Awd while it is 
gratifying to note the large increase 
in tbe number of books taken home 
by readers, it is equally gratifying to 
report that the attendance of stud­ 
ents at the reading tables has in­ 
creased in the same satisfactory pro­ 
portion. 
In the d ais of reading matter drawn 
out by tho public fiction continue to 
till the greatest proportion. 
This is 
the condition in all public libraries. 
We have no desire to criticise the taste 
of tbe public in these matters, but at 
the same time it is a cause of regtet 
that greater use is not mado of the 
volumes of history, biography, science 
and travel that fill cur shelves, and 
that go to make the very foundation 
and worth of a public library. 
To 
induce readers to torn their attention 
to these works we have adopted the 
plan of issuing two cards to each ap­ 
plicant when desired. 
A while card 
entitling th : holder to drsw any book 
of any class that is permitted to be 
taken from the library, aud a yellow 
card entitling the holder to a book 
from any class other than fiction and 
juvenile works, and by the use of this 
system we he pc to induce readers to 
turn their attention to those lines of 
w orked which we are justly proud of 
our ownership. 
We have now in the public library 
11,379 books that are permitted to be 
drawn out and taken from the library 
rooms by readers.476 volumes that are 
to be used only on the reference ta­ 
bles; SIO volumes cf bound periodicals. 
and 2,064 volumes of government re­ 
port, making a total of 14,669 bound 
volumes. 
While in many particulars 
the present quarters of the library are 
very calefactory,being central in loca­ 
tion, yet the time is rapidly drawing 
Dear when we will be forced out of 
these quarters for lack of necessary 
room. We may be able to get along in 
the present location for the next three 
years, but after that larger rooms will 
be necessary. 
And in this connection 
we desire to suggest to the council the 
advisability of a city building. It may­ 
be wholly outside of our province to 
enter upon this subject, but we wish 
to call your attention to the fact that 
'n the public library the city owns 
property worth not less than $25,000, 
and that this property is always ex­ 
posed to more or less danger from fire, 
that we cannot carry full insurance 
upon it; anc that the matter cf rent, 
insurance 
and 
janitor’s 
pay, 
is 
a 
considerable sum. 
These 
ex­ 
penses 
of 
tbe 
library, 
added 
to tbe rental of the municipal court, 
and the annual sums paid to the sher­ 
iff for keeping 
city prisoners, or 
"lock-up fees" as they are called, 
would pay the interest upon a sum 
that would go far towards furnishing 
the city with a good building for gen­ 
eral municipal purposes. 
As we have 
stated, the library can remain in its 
present location for three years mere. 
After that, however, larger quarters 
must be provided for.
